A strike in Canadian paper 
mills is putting a bind on many 
newspapers across the nation, 
with stories continually coming 
across the wire service and in 
exchange papers advising the 
situation is critical in some 
cities.

explanation was made for the 
use of 
some green paper 
— 
secured from some source in 
that publication’s effort to get 
by the pinch. 
Basic cause of the shortage 
is the strike in Canada, coupled 
with ever increasing use of 
newsprint across the country. 
Some 
newsprint is

tured in southern mills in the 
United States, but the bulk of 
the paper is from Canada.

Dale said the entire Kentucky 
edition, the final edition for Cin­ 
cinnati and some Ohio editions 
were missed Thursday.

It has been reported that one 
prominent

may he forced to run only four 
pages a day until the situation 
becomes easier. 
Nationwide, an item in the 
UPI wire service points up the 
shortage, indicating some plants 
may have to close. 
At the Rushville Republican, 
like the other papers, measures 
will have to be taken to con­ 
serve paper, 
with temporary 
elimination of some items and 
tightening up of allotments to 
the 
various 
departments 
in 
regard to use of space. 
According to an editorial in 
the New Castle Courier-Times, 
the shortage will not be over 
when the newsprint mills start 
back to work. Newspapers of 
North American already were 
using the output of the mills 
running at full capacity. It will 
take 
about 
a 
month 
before 
production of the mills reaches 
n e w s p a p e r s 
after 
their 
production 
is 
begun 
again. 
Restoration of anything like a 
safe 
operating 
inventory 
of 
paper must come out of normal 
needs for some time to come.

Shipments of newsprint that 
are arriving as late as four 
weeks 
behind 
schedule 
have 
forced some of the nation’s 
newspapers to reduce the size 
of their editions and others to 
cut out entire issues. 


Ted Duffy, a d v e r t i s i n g 
manager 
of 
the 
Laramie 
(Wyo.) Daily Boomerang, said 
the last shipment of newsprint 
for his newspaper arrived a 
week late because of strikes 
against paper mills in Canada. 
“ We thought we were going 
to be in a real bind,” he said. 
John Lake, publisher of The 
St. 
Petersburg, 
Fla., 
Times 
Publishing Co., said the daily 
average of 200 columns of news 
in the St. Petersburg Times and 
the Evening Independent could 
be cut to 130 columns. 
Kenneth 
Fleming, 
general 
business and production manag­ 
er of the Tulsa Daily World and 
Tulsa Tribune, said, “ We hope 
we don’t have to cut back on 
size, although it is getting real 
tough 
again. 
Shipments 
are 
running three-four weeks be­ 
hind.” 
The editor of the Sacramento 
Union, Pete Hayes, said, “ We 
haven’t been immediately af­ 
fected by the newsprint shor­ 
tage, but we are taking steps to 
reduce the waste of paper.” 
The Arizona Republic and the 
Phoenix 
Gazette 
last 
Sunday 
discontinued their earliest edi­ 
tion and cut the number of 
papers available on newsstands 
and 
in 
vending 
machines. 
Several smaller Arizona news­ 
papers said they urere down to 
two weeks’ worth of paper. 
John G. Trezevant, executive 
vice president for publishing for 
Field Enterprises Publishing in 
Chicago, said Field has reduced 
newsprint consumption by 10 
per cent this year. 
William F. Lindsey, executive 
director of the Colorado Press 
Association, said the Greeley 
Tribune, founded in the tale 
1800's by Horace Greeley, is not 
publishing on Saturdays to save 
newsprint. 
“One of the problems was 
new 
subscribers. 
The 
paper 
was averaging 40 pages more a 
week than last year, so the 
Saturday paper was given up,” 
he said.

BANGKOK, Thailand (UPI) 
— The United States announced 
plans today to pull 3.550 troops 
and more than 100 warplanes 
out of Thailand in the first 
phase of an American pullout 
from seven bases across the 
itiuntry. 
Maj. Gen. Thomas W. Mellen, 
chief of the American Military 
Assistance Command for Thai­ 
land (MACTHAI), worked out 
the withdrawal agreement ear­ 
lier in the day in talks with Lt. 
Gen. Kriangsak Chamananda, 
deputy

Thailand’s Supreme Command.

statement, 
issued 
after the meeting at the Thai 
Foreign Ministry, said, “ it was 
agreed, that the U.S. would take 
immediate steps for an initial 
withdrawal of 3,550 U.S. mili­ 
tary personnel from Thailand 
and also a reduction of more 
than 100 aircraft.”

3-Day Shutdown Of Many 
Gasoline Stations Begins

A three-day shutdown of hun­ 
dreds of Indiana service sta­ 
tions today cutoff gasoline sup­ 
plies to weekend motorists in 
an angry protest by station op­ 
erators of Phase IV plans for 
profit - slashing price controls 
effective Sept. 1. 
The closing, originally confin­ 
ed to the Indianapolis area and 
a few other Central Indiana 
points nearby as a spotty ob­ 
servance, 
spread 
to outlying 
areas of the state only hours 
before it was launched as a Fri­ 
day, Saturday, Sunday demon­ 
stration. 
From Bedford came w o r d 
that about 8o to 90 per cent of 
the stations in that area adopt­ 


ed the closing plans of their 
upstate colleagues in the ser­ 
vice station business. 
A meeting of 50 men in the 
Vigo County area at T e r r e 
Haute Thursday night brought 
general 
sympathy 
with 
the 
movement and plans to join it, 
Only two of those attending 
spoke in opposition. 
However, there were m a n y

There are about 800 service 
stations in the Indianapolis area, 
according to the Indiana Petrol­ 
eum Council, but that includes 
independent stations, most of 
which arc not expected to take 
part in the shutdowns. 
Many dealers in the s t a t e 
claim they will lose money if 
forced to roll their profit m ar­ 
gins back to seven cents per 
gallon, a cut of about 1.5 cents 
from the current margin. 
Service station operators must 
price their gasoline either by 
using the seven cents as t h e 
markup or must take as a base 
the amount paid wholesalers for 
gasoline on Aug. 1, and then 
add the profit margin they used 
on Jan. 10, federal officials said. 
Many dealers, however, in­ 
cluding those in Anderson and 
the Madison County area, were 
engaged in a price war in Jan­ 
uary, so their profit margins 
on a January base would be 
substantially lower than if they 
used the seven cents per gal­ 
lon markup—which they claim 
is too low, anyway. 
The protest talk began early

town Anderson dealer, is t h e 
head of the newly formed Cen­ 
tral Indiana Gasoline Dealers 
Association, Inc. He has s a i d 
dealers in his area are consid­ 
ering a follow up protest for La­ 
bor Day weekend.

Robinson's two homers and a 
solo shot by Greg Lux inks I, his 
23rd, enabled Jim Lonborg to 
notch his llth victory in 21 
decisions.

One of our readers called in to suggest 
a solution for preventing racoons from 
eating sweet corn. He suggested planting 
pumpkin seeds in with the sugar corn 
next year. He asked if I had ever walked 
through a pumpkin field (which I 
haven’t). The vines apparently are very 
prickly and scratching. By choice the 
racoons avoid pumpkin fields even when 
tempted to demolish a field of sweet corn. 
Have you ever eaten fried pumpkin 
blossoms? McCoy Carr says they are de­ 
licious. Pick not only the petals of the 
blossoms but the 5 green projections at 
the base of the blossom. Wash in cold 
water. Dip each blossom in an egg mix­ 
ture made by adding one teaspoon of 
cold water to each egg. Dip the blossoms 
in flour then in the egg mixture, back in 
the flour and fry. Delicious, so he says. 
He also has a new way of flavoring the 
hard sauce for persimmon pudding. In­ 
stead of Cognac brandy, he uses Grand 
Marnier. 
The August 13th issue of the New 
Yorker has a tongue in cheek article on 
“Talking to your Veggies,” by F. P. Tul­ 
lius.Quoting from the East-West Journal, 
the vegetables good gray Times, he 
writes: 
“Dr. Vogel did an experiment where he 
icked two leaves from a single plant, 
caving one unattended, placing the oth­ 
er leaf at his bedside (in water, I hope). 
Nightly he willed the bedside leaf to 
live. Long after the unattended leaf had 
turned brown, the cared-for leaf was 
green and vital, even healing the wound 
where it was plucked from the plant.” 
Tullius writes that it is not nearly 
enough to douse your vegetables with wa­ 
ter and fertilizer but you need to be a 
good conversationalist, too. What you 
say and what you think around vegeta­ 
bles and herbs can be critical in their 
early formation and development. 
Vegetables according to this story are 
vegetarians so are not interested in the 
meat strike or the sodium hexameta- 
phosphate content of the all beef hot 
dogs. Politics make them yawn. Vegeta­ 
bles have achieved harmony with Mother 
Earth and the Universe. 
Never tell a plant that you don’t love 
it no matter how misshapen, dried up or 
bad tempered it may be. If you don’t par­ 
ticularly care for that particular vegeta­ 
ble or herb, tell a white lie. 
Vegetables are very sensitive to music. 
Cauliflowers and new potatoes like to 
hear selections read aloud from German 
philosophers. Froebel believes that plants 
could be taught irregular verbs before 
the age of three days. 
Songs such as “Hello I love you,” or 
“Honeysuckle Rose” or the soon to be re­ 
leased album “I Am Vegetable” by the 
Almond Brothers were suggested.

“To those who have inquired whether we ran 
out of gas on our Colorado vacation, we respond 
with the answer that I did, but we had plenty for 
the car. If you want to go to Colorado, do so in 
spite of the adverse publicity in regard to gaso­ 
line. Stay away from Denver, Boulder, Colorado 
Springs, Pueblo, Trinidad, and the other front 
range cities; keep your car tank topped off when 
opportunity arises. We had no trouble in the 
back country areas. Tourism is down an estimat­ 
ed 20 per cent (admitted) and 50 per cent (real) 
this year in Colorado. It’s a good time to go 
there.”

Failure exposes the public to 
unnecessary risks daily, with 
m a n y examples 
available. 
Under the law. the State 
Commissioner 
of 
Labor 
is 
charged with elevator inspection 
in Indiana. Passenger elevators 
are required to be inspected 
every six months and freight 
every year. To accomplish the 
m o n u m e n t a l 
task, 
the 
legislature has authorized three 
elevator inspectors with one 
director, adding a fourth during 
the last session. A recent audit 
showed 2,146 overdue passenger 
inspections .in 17 cities. 
A mid-July column concerned 
an interview with William H. 
Lanam, Commissioner of Labor. 
Lanam said: “There are well 
over 10,000 passenger elevators 
in the state, including ones that 
we haven’t even seen. In­ 
dianapolis has two inspectors 
with money collected going into 
local funds. Other areas could 
have their own inspectors, but 
Marion County is the only one 
that does.” 
One state inspector is located 
in the Indianapolis area, one in 
the northwest corner and one 
in the northeast. They are 
trained and tested before being 
turned loose. Lanam said: “I 
don’t want to go in and put a 
certificate on the wall without 
a good inspection.” 
Every day you ride elevators 
and escalators with full con­ 
fidence in safety. To comply 
with provisions of the law, there 
would have to be more than 
20,000 inspections of passenger 
elevators, plus countless freight 
and escalator inspections an­ 
nually, all by three, four or five 
men. 
Each day you use your car, 
confident of your driving ability, 
condition of your vehicle, and 
safety of our highways. Yet you 
are endangered by built in road 
h a. z a r d s which could be 
eliminated by money.

1974 we will pass the “bloody 
milestone” of two million motor 
vehicle traffic deaths since the 
advent of the motor car. There 
are some 35,000 vehicle ac­ 
cidents each day in the United 
States, or about 13 million a 
year. Accidents account for some 
155 deaths per day, injuring 
some 3.5 million persons a year, 
or about 10,000 each day. 
Survivors require 8 million 
man-days of hospital care wdth 
the economic loss estimated at 
$14 billion. 
Many could be prevented by

of built-in road 
hazards, but it is expensive. 
Visit a fair, amusement park, 
or carnival, and you wll turn 
your children over to the care 
of the operator of a ride with 
little thought of safety.

Safety costs money, put so do 
injuries and human life.

whereby they bound themselves 
to make stated payments of 
taxes for whole regions. After 
making the payment they could 
them reimburse themselves by 
squeezing 
as

money out of the regions con­ 
cerned as they could. Anything 
above and beyond the sum the 
collectors 
had 
paid 
to 
the 
government 
was 
pure 
profit. 
The evils of the system are 
readily apparent. The “sinners’’ 
seated with the tax collectors 
and 
Jesus 
were 
apparently 
relapsed Jews who no longer 
followed the Jewish rites and 
rituals. 
When the Pharisees objected 
to 
the 
company 
Jesus 
was 
keeping, Jesus replied: “Those 
who are well have no need of 
a physician, but those who are 
sick; I came not to call the 
righteous, but sinners.” These 
w o r d s 
constitute 
an 
apt 
statement 
of 
the 
missionary 


purpose of the church. Just as 
Jesus’s purpose in this instance 
was to heal the spiritually sick, 
so the church’s purpose is to 
spread the gospel to those who 
have never heard it, Christians 
were never meant to be a tight 
little 
in-group 
who 
in 
self- 
r i g h t e o u s fashion separate 
themselves from 
the rest of 
society; instead they should be 
a force for reform and bet­ 
terment 
of 
all 
kinds. 
They 
should be in the w'orld but not 
of it. 
FACTIONS IN GALATIA 
In the passage from Galatians 
we 
have 
a 
quite 
different 
s i t u a t i o n 
than 
that 
just 
described. 
Here 
Paul 
was 
writing to a church that was 
deeply 
divided 
into 
hostile 
factions. 
The 
members 
were 
converts from 
various pagan 
cults, or from Judaism. Ap­ 
parently some of these new 
Christians 
had 
brought 
with 
them some of their old super­ 
stitions and practices and had 
merged 
these 
into 
Christian 
worship. The result was a bitter 
theological 
controversy 
that 
wracked the Galatian church. 
Paul might have jumped into 
the situation with some tart and 
dogmatic statement about what 
was 
valid 
and 
what 
was 
spurious in the various religious 
practices. But he realized that 
what was more dangerous to 
the church than heresy was the 
un-Christ 
like 
attitudes 
the 
members 
were 
developing. 
Therefore, he urged, “ let us 
h a v e 
no 
self-conceit, 
no 
provoking of one another, no 
envy of one 
another.” 
If a 
member is ‘overtaken in any 
t r e s p a s s , ’ ’ he should be 
“restored in a spirit of gen­ 
tleness.” And Paul admonished 
the “restorer” not to be self- 
righteous; he might himself be 
guilty of error. Jesus himself 
expressed the same idea when 
he said, “Judge not lest you 
be judged.”

Paul then goes on to describe 
the 
behavior 
required 
of 
members of a Christian com­ 
munity. In addition to being 
tolerant and gentle they should 
“ bear one another’ burdens.”

among coal miners.

Dr. Iraj Delfani—the recipient 
of a post-residency fellowship 
I r o m 
the 
Chicago 
Lung 
Association—is about to embark 
on a unique research project. 
Together 
with 
Dr. 
James 
Kenny, 
he 
will 
explore 
the 
possibility 
that 
dentists 
and 
iheir patients are exposed to 
fine dust particles from high­ 
speed drills and may get sick 
from inhaling dust into their 
lungs. 


Dentists frequently find their 
glasses clouded with dust after 
using the drills. And Dr. Kenny 
first became intrigued about the 
problem for the lungs when he 
saw two patients become ill 
with 
pneumonia 
just 
after 
having their teeth fitted. 
T h e 
experimenters 
will 
measure the size of dust par­ 
ticles created by dentists’ drills. 
Then 
they 
can 
determine 
whether or not the dust is fine 
enough 
to 
reach 
the 
lower 
respiratory tract unfiltered. If 
it is fine enough, they will begin 
studies to see how mice are 
affected by exposure to dust 
from high-powered drills. 
The kind of lung diseases we
